THOUGH SICK AT HEART 
SHOWS NO SIGN OF FEAR 


New Heir to Throne of Dual Mon- 
archy May Prove Strong 
As His Uncle, 


Vienna, June 3.—In a situation 
dramatic in its tensity, the figure of 
Francis Joseph stands outlined against 
the clouded political sky as clearly as 
an eagle poised on a_ cliffs edge. 
Harassed and worried by rumors of 
plots in Berlin and St. Petersburg, 
with the Balkans seething and boiling 
to the south of him, wearied and 
worn by a reign nearing the tradition- 
al three-score years and ten, bereft of 
well nigh ail tnose near and dear tu 
him, the old man is sti a king. 

He came to Vienna yesterday to 
bury the arehduke and duchess, and 
rode boldly through the streets in an 
open carriage. Surrounded by a full 
staff of brilliantly ainiformed officers, 
the carriage whirled along, with the 
emperor sitting bolt upright, stern 
and indomitable as always. if his 
heart was sick the proud Habsurg 
was too proud to show it. The peo- 
ple thronging the streets cheered him 
until their throats were hoarse, but 
he looked straight iu aseu. of him. 
He drove straight to Schoenbrunr 
where Archduke Charles” Francis 
Joseph, the new heir apparent, re- 
ceived him, 

The fact that he decided immedi- 
ately after receiving the awful news 
of the assassination to return to 
Vienna has furnished an example that 
the press declares will force the peo- 
ples of the dual monarchy to rally © 
his aged side. Heroism and the mar- 
vellous way in which his iron will has 
controlled his feelings in such = an 
emergency have lent a new dignity to 
his already splendid «sure. 

Was Not a Pro-Germuan. 


Much mystery always has existed 
in Austria-Hungary regarding the late 
heir's real political claims. He was 
credited with being an ardent Catho- 
lic and the chiet swpporter of ‘the 
powertul Christian Socialist, or anti- 
semitic party, in Austria. It was 
known that he was not in sympathy 
with the Magyar regime in Hungary, 
nor was he as pro-German in Austria 
as some of the German Nationalist 
factions desired him to be.

Archduke Charles Francis Joseph, 
although he bas no experience in 
state craft, possesses the happy 
faculty of getting along well with 
everybody. In view of the exalted 
position he was one day expected to

Was Carefully Educated. 


After his preliminary schooling he 
attended classes at the classical school 
conducted by the Benedictine monks, 
who came originally from Scotland, 
and which js the most liberal Catholic 
seminary in Austria. Here the young 
archduke mingled freely with the 
sons of professional and business men, 
who form the best and most solia 
class in the Vienna community. He 
underwent his examinations in public 
at that school and the tests were, at 
the emperor's wish, made more severe 
for him than for the ordinary scho- 
lars, because, as his majesty said, so 
much depended on him.

FIRST HANGING I 
YEARS IN HALIFAX, NS, 


Edw. Cook, Aged 24, ™=rderer of 


Syrian Peddler, Pi; Pen- 
alty for Crime 
Hulifax, N. §. June 30.--Malifax 


had [t8 first hanging in 48 years shurt- 
ly after daylight this morning when 
Wdward Cook, jr. 24 years of age, was 
executed for the murder of Charles 
Asaff, Syrian peddier, on December 9 
last at Sheet Harbor. 

The drop was sprung by Execution- 
er Holmes, and a few minutes after 
life was pronounced extinct, Without 
a tremor Cook ascended the fifteen 
steps leading to the platform in which 
was placed the trap. He did not make 
a murmur as the lever was pulled. 

Only the executioner, Rev, A. Rog- 
ers, the jailer and the deputy sheriff 
were present at the real hanging, the 
scaffold being underneath a canvas, 
and the other officials and press rep- 
resentatives just outside until afier 
the trap was sprung. 

Cook during the last few days has 
felt his position keenly and has taken 
great interest in the Bible. He slept 
irom eight o'clock until midnight, and 
on awakening asked for his spiritual 
adviser. After the latter's visit he 
paced up and down nervously for a 
time, then lay down and fell into 
slumber. Again, jusi as day was 
breaking, Cook asked to see Rev, Mr. 
Rogers. 

Up to within a few minutes of the 
time he went to the scaffold he was 
praying and singing hymns and went 
to the scaffold in an unconcerned 
maner, 

Asaff, the peddler, who was mur- 
dered, was reported missing last De- 
cember. Cook was arrested, a pock- 
etbook and a money order belonging 
to Asaff being found in his possession, 

He was found guilty, but before be- 
ing sentenced, he made a statement 
implicating another man in the mur- 
der, but it was not accepted, Afiter 
the execution this morning a confes- 
sion made by Cook three days ago 
was given out, stating that he alone 
had committed the crime, that nobody 
else was implicated and expressing 
his regret for any injury he had caus- 
ed obhers.

British Foreign Secretary Com. 
ments on Repeal of Panama 
Tolls Bill 


London, June 29 The repeal of 


the act exempting American coastwise 
shipping from payment of tolls for 
passage through the Panama canal, 
was the subject of a highly interest- 
ing portion of a speech by Sir Bdward 
Grey, the British foreign secretary, in 
the house of commons today. Sir Ed- 
ward was replying after a general de- 
bate on the appropriations for the 
foreign office and he paid high com- 
pliments to President Wilson and the 
motives underlying his action. 

The foreign secretary remarked 


that while a settlement had been 
reached it had not been entirely free 
from_misrepresentation which might
